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The Old Square Question. 


About six months ago the matter of 


improviog the old square was referred to 
the public improvement committee, with 
instructions to report at their convenience. 
The committee made a report last night, 
but suggested no plan of decoration or rec- 
ommendation, except that the old square 
ought 'to be fixed. Then the aldermen 
had quite a tilt on the character of the 
report, when upon motion of Aid. Bunn 
the mayor appointed Aid. Bramble, Hardy 
and Bunn as a special comm ttee to in- 
spect the old eye-sore and get a plan of 
the long-talked of improvement in tangi- 
ble shape, so that the council could take 
some definite action, and the aldermen 
got to talking about badly needed sewer 
and bridge building in the third and fifth 
wards, and the large amount of money 
required to make the change. 
It was 


stated by Aid. Harwood that the city had 
about $9,000 now on hand for public 
improvements, and it would take nearly 
all of that eum to extend the sewers and 
build the bridges in the third and fifth 
words, and to put in a sewer on East 
Prairie street, that ought to be built this 
spring. Be thought that these changes 
ought to receive attention first, in the 
interest of the good health and conveni- 
ence of the public; a«d then, if there was 
money enough left, the old square could 
be looked after. He was in favor of fixing 
up the old square in decent shape, and 
would recommend that the work be done 
this summer, but he cou'dn't see DOW bow 
the money cou'.d be spared. Aid. Bra ID 
ble, and Bunn, and Hardy, and Saellabar- 
ger, and Moffett, were all heartily in favor 
of making some sort of an Improvement, 
but as no plan bad been suggested, they 
were at a loss to know what to do, partic- 
ularly us the money was short. Aid. 
Bramble bad a resolution read, that the 
mayor and all the aldermen meet upon 
the old square at 2 p. m., on Wednesday 
next, and there decide what should be 
done with the barnyard, if anything; but 
the motion to adopt it received no second, 
and that scheme thus died a-boruin'! Aid. 
Gjgerty, from the fifth, couldn't sec, for 
the life of him, why the people should be 
10 deeply interested in fixing up the old 
square and thus driving the teams of the 
farmers on the by-streets in front of pri- 
vate residences; bur hie rather emphatic 
remarks were somewhat crippled by Aid. 
Bramble, who hastened to let dayjigbt 
through bis argument. JAnd while the 
aldermen were keeping up a rambling' 
talk "on the question, during a lull, Aid. 
Jhellabarger rose and tendered bis resig- 
nation as chairman of the committee on 
public improvements, 
on the alleged 


jround that he had been unjustly censur- 
ed by citizens, and even aldermen, for 
the 
part be had taken in the square 


project, when he had all along been doing 
what he considered best under the cir- 
cumstances; 
thereupon the gentlemen 


who had been appointed as the special 
committee on the square improvement 
opened wide their eyes, and each of them 
in order positively declined to serve, 
all hoping that the resignation of the 
chairman would not be accepted by the 
mayor. 
Finally, after much talk about 


the sewer improvements and reference to 
the opinions of the people and the press 
on the question of improving the old 
square, _the mayor announced that he 
could not accept Aid. Shellabarger's resig- 
nation as chairman of one of the most 
important committees — a position for 
which he specially 
qualified—and the 


council adjourned. 


The old square improvement question 


is now jusl where it was six months ago, 
and the probabilities are that it will re- 
ceive no special attention until 1882, when 
there will be enough money on hand to 
make the desired change—provided the 
money is not required for some sewer 
building project.

DECATUR S BUILDING BOOM. 


More Proofs of Improvement Activity, 


ana Our City's Prosperity. 


Prle»t'» Hotel and the T»b«macl« to be Lit bj 


tl.-ctric Light—Wh»t It In. 


From Monday's Daily. 


The writer had hoped to finish his agreeable 


tusk of writing up the building and Improve- 
ment boom in tbe third ward, last week, but 
owing to the magnitude of the undertaking 
and the press of other duties 10 the pencil- 
pushing line, he failed to finish the work, and 
will endeavor to come to "the end" one day 
this week. Quite » number of improvements 
in wards already written up have been omit- 
ted, but they will be Inserted from day to-day 
as the. facts come to the knowledge ot the 
writer. 


PRIEST'S HOTEL. 


The fnct that business at Priest's Hotel, at 


the terminus of the street car line, has been 
temporarily suspended to give Mr. Priest time 
to make needed improvements that will plaa>e 
the hotel on an equal footing.with the beet 
$2.00 a day hoste'rles 1 n central Illinois, has 
already been noted la these columns. Mr. 
Priest, with characteristic determination and 
enterprise that never permits the grass to 
grow beneath his feet, has pulled on his coat 
and Is personally superintending the opera- 
tions that will result in displaying a noticeable 
change in tbe Interior arrangements of the hotel 
at an estimated outlay of $6.000 to $9,000. Last 
summerand fall the70 rooms on tbe second aad 
third floors of the hotel, which furnish accom- 
modations for IjO guests, were all rcpapered, 
repainted and refurnished In fine stjle, acd 
steam beating apparatus was Introduced with 
the moat satisfying results, thus doing away 
with a considerable amount of dire and Incon- 
venience. The improvements now under way 
contemplate an entire rearrangement of tbe 
rotunda or double office, the floors ;of which 
will be laid with marble slabs or tile, 8 to li 
inches square, the Introduction of new walnut 
counters and desks, Improved call bells, and 
other modern conveniences and decorations. 
The commission merchants will vacate the 
room on tbe corner, and the two rooms will be 
thrown^ into one by a large, wide-reaching 
arch, which will be placed ID the dividing wall, 
and will thus be converted Into an office, read- 
ing and writing room. There ; will be three 
large sample rooms on the ground doori facing 
south. Back of the office counter will be the 
wash room and gents' closet, both of which 
will be fitted up with alt tho latest convenien- 
ces, such as are In use in all first-class hotels. 
The sewer system will be complete. On the 
third .floor will be fitted up the ladles' closet 
and bath rooms, which will be supplied with 
hot and cold water. The steam laundry will 
be removed from its present location to tbe 
north side of tbe rear building, and the room 
vacated will be elegantly fitted up andconvert- 
ed Jnto a billiard hall, in wblcb tbe gueeta of 
tbe hotel, so Inclined, may punch tbe Ivories at 
their leisure for a small consideration. Nu- 
merous other changes and Improvements 
will be made, 
and it Is Intended that 


all will be completed by June 1st, when tbe 
hotel will be reopened for business. 


THE BRUSH ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


In this connection we take pleasure in in- 


forming the public at borne and abroad that 
Mr. Prieet proposes to light his hotel by the 
Brush process which Is already in use In vari- 
ous places in the east and west. Re has been 
reading up on the subject, and finds that for 
$375 be can purchase a one and a half horse 
power Brusb dynamo-electric machine wjelgh- 
ing 280 pounds, and furnishing a brilliant light 
equal to 1500candles—amplv sufficient to light 
up the office, the dining room or tbe taberna- 
cle. Thle machine he can operate in connec- 
tion with his private gas works mid he intcucls 
to have it. 


It Is claimed thnt the Brush system of elec- 


tric lighting Is the only one of all the propos- 
ed systems which has passed the experimen- 
tal stage and has clearly demonstrated its 
rights to a secure place among the practical 
lights of the day. It is now in successful use 
in Providence,11.1., Oswego Falls,N Y.,South 
Manchester, Conn., Hartford. Conn . in tbe 
dry goods houses of Bates, Reed & Co, A. D. 
Julllardit Co., Dunham, Buckley & Co , Now 
York City, in manufacturing establishments 
in Cleveland, Ohio, Pennsylvania, California, 
Canada, in the Grand Pacific hotel, Chicago, 
and at various other points. From the Boston 
Daily Advertiser we quote: "The city of Wa- 
tinsb, Indiana, mo,kes the proud boast of being 
tho hrst city In the world to adopt the Electric 
light tor street Illumination, and Its trial 
seems to have- proved, in a double sense, a 
brilliant success. The common council of that 
place, ft few weeks ago, entered into nego- 
tiations with the Brush Electric Light Com- 
pany ol Cleveland, Ohio, for one of their dy- 
r amo-elrctrlc generating machines of a guar- 
anteed capacity of four lights of SCOOcandle 
power each. These four lamps are suspended 
from tbe ends of two cross bars bolted about 
ba.f way uoon an Iron Hag staff thatnses from 
the dome of the court house. The court bouse 
itself stands on a rise of ground that, with 
the height of the dofce, gives the light an ele- 
vation of about 200 feet above the city. Tbe 
generating machine of eight horse power la 
located in the centre of tbe building. Tbe 
contract was that the light should Illuminate 
a circle one mile In diameter as light at the 
farthest point as it would be with a gas lamp 
of usual street siie every 100 feet. Tbe trial 
showed this requirement to be more than ful- 
filled, as it was light enough at much more 
than that distance to tell the tune on a watch 
or read coarse print. Over 10,000 people wit- 
nessed the te»t. Every alley and backyard 
receives tbe light. 
A careful computation 


shows that to light Ihe town equally as well 
by gas would require three lamps to every 
square, wblcb would take over 500 for the 
same area. These electric lamps consist sim- 
ply of two carbon pencils about bait an inch 
in diameter, arranged so that the current 
passes through all four and then returns to 
the machine. Each lamp has two set* of these 
carbons, to arranged that wben one set burns 
out tbe other light* automatically. The en- 
tire apparatus furnished by tbe Brush Elec- 
tric Light Company—lamp*, wlrra and gener- 
ating machine*—co*t $1800. Tbe engineer and 
fuel and entire expenses of lighting tbe town 
is estimated at tTM per year, while sixty five 
ga* lamp*, which would only make darkoe«B 
visible In the game area, would cost SHOO per 
year." 


The latest, report from Waba«h is that tbe 


bfrbt bas proved a complete practicable suc- 
cess. 


Now bere'e a chance for tbe members of the 


present city con DC! I to immortalize them- 
selves and g ve Decatur great prominence. 
The old square is admitted to be nn eye-sore, 
a huge mud bole, a barn yard, or whatever 


Vse it may suit tbe feelings of tbe citizen to 


term It. Why not fix it up in decent shape, 
and instead of putting R fountain or monu- 
ment of Stephen Decatur in the centre of tbe 
park, build a sheet iron column four or five 
feet in diameter, 200 feet higb, and Illuminate 
the city by the Brush Blectrie Light? Thle 
suggestion will do to think and talk about, 
and act upon if the city senators will agree 
that It will prove a pa) ing investment. The 
iron column could be put up for $500 and the 
Electric light generating machines and lamps 
could be purchased for»2,000.

THE TURNER PLEASURE HALL. 


Last summer the Turner society purchased a 


park of two acres of ground on the northeast 
corner of South Broadway and Allen street, 
opposite Harpstrite and Scblaudeman's brew- 
ery.TThe society bos decided to put up a sum- 
mer pleasure hall near the centre of this park, 
at a cost of about )2.'iO, m which tbe members 
will pass pleasant evenings together. Tbe *ize 
will be 40 by CO feet. The matter Is now In the 
hands of tbe special committee, Henry Schlau- 
deman, Max Matblac, and Fred Deppe, who 
will superintend the work which will be com- 
menced within a week or two. The summer 
house will be built for parties, dances and dra- 
matic performances, but nono but members 
of tbe Turner society will be admitted.

on Bait Main St., commenced putting up a new 
two story brick addition on the east side of 
bis already spacious wholesale establishment, 
at a cost of 13,000.

Jo,hn Frank, the East Ma:n street boot and 


shoemaker, bas broken ground for a two-story 
brick store building—size 2J by tiO feet—which 
will be put up at once at a ccst of $li,0>3.

A general alarm of fire! fire! was given 


at 10:30 o'clock this forenoon, by railway 
locomotives and nose bouse belli, causing 
the people to emerge from their places 
of business and homes to witness tbe rush 
and learn tbe location of the conflagra- 
tion. The alarm was caused by the burn- 
ing of the engine and boiler house at tbe 
Decatur coal shaft, east of tbe Union 
depot. It ignited from the explosion of 
half a barrel of coal oil standing In one 
corner of the cheap frame structure. It 
appears from the best information obtain- 
able, that one of the miners named Mc- 
Cormick, who had Just come oat of the 
shaft with a burning lamp in his band, 
had gone to the barrel to refill the lamp 
and a moment later the oil in the barrel 
took fire. The flames spread with aston 
ishing rapidity, and the entire building 
was on fire in less than a minute. The 
prompt alarm given brought hose compa 
n.es No 2, No. 3 and No. 1 to the scene 
in a hurry ; they got water on time, and 
by hard work saved the heavy frame 
tower, directly over the shaft, Irom burn- 
ing. It was on fire when the red jackets 
arrived, and as Zach Porter, one ol the 
miners, was at the bottom, considerablo 
concern was felt for his safety, because 
if the tower had been destroyed the heavy 
iron and frame work would have fallen 
down into the deep bole and Porter coulc 
not have escaped death. The frame o: 
the engine room was totally destroyed 
and much of the machinery was mater 
ially dairaged. Superintendent Charles 
While estimates the damage at $2,000,no 
counting the loss of time occasioned by 
the stoppage of the work. It will take 
two weeka to make needed repairs ant 
put the machinery in order. The firat 
move to be made will be to repair one o 
the boilers to furnish sleam to operate th 
pump in the shaft so that '.he big hoi 
will not fill up with water. 


After tbe fire was extinguished and th 


wire rope around the large cylinder In th 
demolished engine-room could be reached 
the men huddled together, put the rop 
over the wheel on the tower and let i 
down into the shaft for the purpose o 
rescuing Porter, whose temporary impris 
onment in the bowels of the earth wa 
the subject of comment among the grea 
crowd of people who lingered about th 
deep hole waiting for Porter to be pulle 
up 
The rescue was neatly managed un 


der the direction of Mr. White and Fir 
Chief Ilewes, assisted by about 50 volnn 
leers, who manned Hie rope and slow) 
tugged away until Porter, with a pipe 
his mouth and a lighted torch m his bane 
appeared at the top of the shaft, and was 
received with smiles of satisfaction an 
words of cheer from his anxious wife an 
fellow-workmen. He didn't appear to b 
at all alarmed, and joked and laughed i 
an Indifferent manner. 


The shaft is now 535 feet deep, and 


in good shape.

for ten days in every portion of North- 
ern Dakota, from the Red river to the 
western limit of the wheat culture, and 
frutn the forty-sixth parallel of latitude 
to the international line. 


The weather for a week has been, 


with the exception of one short shower, 
dry, cool, and under conditions most 
favorable to the germinal ion of sefd,

Northwest is going in, and a large pro- 
portion of it it in already.

WASIH.NOTO.V, Maj 3.—The agony is 


•opposed to be over. The Republican 
caucus took another long and strong 
pull at it to-day, and the result is an 
executive session, to be held to-morrow. 
This result was not attained without a 
struggle, but it is accomplished, and 
that will prevent the asking of imperti- 
nent questions. The caucus met in a 
two-hours' conclave this morning, and 
closed without a satisfactory under- 
standing. The discussion at the morn- 
ing session is understood to have been 
confined mainly to the question as to 
what shall be considered contest cases, 
to be withdrawn from action for the 
present. Senator Ccnkling and friends 
insisted that a'nomination objected to 
by a ningle senator of the state to which 
the nomination belongs should put it in 
tb,e list oi contested nominations, and 
therefore exclude it from consideration. 
On the other side it was maintained 
that an adverse report from a commit- 
tee should only put a nomination on the 
contest list; that in fact nothing short 
of such action by a committee should 
exclude a nomination from considera- 
tion. 
Senators who represented the 


administration did not, it is said, con- 
tend Tor anything that would antago- 
nize Mr. Conkling or anybody else, but 
only for a rule that would give all nom- 
inations a fair chance for action. 
The 


contest of Mr. Conkling for a rule that 
will enable one senator to lay aside a 
nomination by objecting to it, has re- 
vived the rumor that he is afraid Mr. 
Platt will not stick to him through hia 
fight. Notwithstanding Mr. Conkling'a 
position, his friends insist that he is 
determined to make the Robertson fight 
this session, as be has everything to 
gain and nothing to loss by forcing it 
now. 
The fact that Mr. Conkling came 


out of the caucus with hia face wreathed 
with smiles, was looked upon by some 
as an evidence of bis satisfaction. There 
is an indistinct notion that when Mr. 
Conkling smiles somebody is either 
hart or going to be. How he came out 
of the second caucus this afternoon is 
not stated. 
There was unqestionably 


an interesting time. 
The second ses- 


sion began at 3 and lasted till nearly 
6 o'clock. Various rumors are afloat 
as to what took place at this three 
hours' conference. One of these is to 
the effect that the letter from the Pres 
ident addressed to Mr. Dawes yesterday 
was the subject of nome warm contro- 
versy. That letter, however, was prob- 
ably not read, as it is now understood 
not Jo have been addressed to Mr 
Dawes for the canons, but to him a 
chairman of the committee of safety 
for their information and guidance on 
the controverted points.
